"D EGINA is the centre of a rich farming area. There is considerable mixed farming in the area but production of field crops predom- 
inates. Of these, high quality wheat is the main crop. The comparatively flat plains are admirably suited to mechanized farming. 
Scenes like that depicted below have been almost completely replaced by that shown above. 





















R EGINA has had a comparatively short history. The first 
settlers pitched their tents on the treeless plain in 1882. 
Today a modem city of 60,000 stands on that spot. Pleasing 
parks and boulevards, spacious lawns, trim hedges and shady 
tree-lined streets decorate the former barren plain. 

In this charming setting the people of Regina have built 


their homes and erected imposing public buildings, strikingly 
suggestive of beauty and permanence. Hospitals, schools, 
libraries, theatres, churches, serve the varied needs of its people. 
Regina was formerly a capital of the Northwest Territories.
